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City Council Gives Views 
On Parkway Improvements 

Maryland State Highway Administration officials heard in no 
uncertain terms at the, Greenbelt Junior High School Nov. 6 public 
hearing local sentiment against the widening of the Baltimore- 
Washingon Parkway and its opening to truck traffic. 


The hearing was held to ac¬ 
quaint the public with a wide 
range of possibilities for improv¬ 
ing the Parkway. A consulting 
firm, Systems Design Concept, Inc. 
of Washington, had been hired to 
make recommendations by next 
year. 

At present the Parkway from 
the D.C. line to Jessup is under 
the jurisdiction of the National 
Park Service, but this study is be¬ 
ing made in anticipation of the 
State of Maryland taking over 
these 19 miles. 

Gil Weidenfeld, Mayor Pro Tern 
of Greenbelt, delivered city coun¬ 
cil’s views. He stressed that the 
present Parkway embodies a un¬ 
ique scenic and esthetic charac¬ 
ter that is often not found in the 
latest interstate highways. Thus, 
while improvements are necessary, 
they should not be such as to im¬ 
pair the inherent characteristics 
of the Parkway. 

Weidenfeld was concerned es¬ 
pecially about proposals for wid¬ 
ening the Parkway in response 
to suggestions for channeling 1-95 
traffic through the city, via the 
Parkway. He cited the additional 
air and noise pollution that Green- 
belt residents would be subject 
to, especially if Parkway prohi¬ 
bitions against truck traffic were 
lifted. 

In this connection, the hearing 
was notified that the council has 
already gone on record in opposi¬ 
tion to construction of a connec¬ 
tor between 1-95 and the Parkway, 
which is designed to channel 
north-south traffic to the Washing¬ 
ton area via the Parkway, in the 
absence of an 1-95 extension 
through the District of Columbia. 

Weidenfeld said that since a 
great amount of north-south traf¬ 
fic along 1-95 is not oriented to 
Washington, D.C., he thought such 
traffic should continue to be ser¬ 
ved by the Beltway. 

In one other matter, Weidenfeld 
expressed opposition to any con¬ 
templated plans for closing the 
Greenbelt Road interchange with 
the B-W Parkway, noting that 


Greenbelt residents would then be 
forced to gain access to the Park¬ 
way through Kenilworth Ave. 
Some sentiments had been expres¬ 
sed for closing this interchange 
because of its proximity to the 
Beltway. 

Other municipal officials from 
Cheverly and Bladensburg voiced 
similar fears about the effects of 
widening the Parkway on air and 
noise pollution. 

Also voicing opposition to the 
widening of the B-W Parkway and 
truck traffic was the Prince Geor¬ 
ge’s Environment Coalition through 
its representative, James Repace. 
Adverse effects cited of paving the 
existing forested median and 
right-of-way included (1) increased 
volume and concentration of traf¬ 
fic; (2) increased levels of air con¬ 
taminants in adjacent neighbor¬ 
hoods from motor vehicle exhaust; 

(3) greater quantity and more ra¬ 
pid flow of storm water run-off; 

(4) destruction of local wildlife re¬ 
fuge; and (5) destruction of indi¬ 
genous floral and forest growth. 

The Coalition agreed that the 
road should be made safer for 
the existing traffic load and recom¬ 
mended resurfacing and enlarging 
existing lanes and shoulders to 
standard width. It suggested re¬ 
design and lengthening of on-and- 
off ramps, and construction of pe¬ 
destrian and bicycle overpasses to 
link severed neighborhoods. 

The Coalition asked that it be a 
party to the review of the draft 
Environmental Impact Statement 
which the State will be required 
to submit on the project.

NEWS REVIEW BEGINS 38th YEAR 
OF PUBLICATION IN NOVEMBER 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: The following brief history of the Greenbelt 
News Review is published for the benefit of new residents of 
Greenbelt on the occasion of the newspaper’s 37 th anniversary .) 

Six weeks after the first residents of Greenbelt unpacked their 
household belongings in 1937, a newspaper was issued. Recog¬ 
nizing the immediate need for a news medium, the first families 
formed on November 11- 1937, a Journalistic Club to issue a 
weekly paper, the “Greenbelt Co-operator.” 

The policies of the paper, as formulated at the meeting were: 
to serve as a nonprofit enterprise, to remain nonpartisan in politics, 
to remain neutral in religious matters, to print the news accurate¬ 
ly and Regularly, to make its pages an open forum for civic affairs, 
to develop a staff of volunteer writers, and to create a “good 
neighbor” spirit, promote friendship, advance the common good, 
and develop a “Greenbelt philosophy of life.” _ 


These principles still guide the 
motives and actions of the present 
Greenbelt News? Review, the direct 
descendant of the Greenbelt Coop¬ 
erator. The name was changed 
in September, 1954, in order to clar¬ 
ify the independent status of the 
paper and prevent its being con¬ 
fused with numerous other co-op 
organizations in Greenbelt. The 
Journalistic Club lasted until July, 
1940, when it was converted into 
the Greenbelt Cooperative Publish¬ 
ing Association, which has contin¬ 
ued the sponsorship of the paper 
ever since. An incorporation char¬ 
ter for the Association was granted 
in September, 1941, by the District 
of Columbia. 

The First Issue 

The first issue of the Cooperator, 
appearing on November 24, 1937, 
was a neatly mimeographed paper 
containing sixteen letter-sized pa¬ 
ges of local news and editorial 
content. 

The newspaper has appeared 
regularly every week since then for 
thirty-seven years. 

The paper was prepared at the 
homes of various staff members 
until January, 1938, when the Fed¬ 
eral Government (which owned 
Greenbelt at that time) made space 
available at the Center, free of cost, 
and also loaned much-needed fur¬ 
niture, typewriters and office e- 
quipment. To meet the costs of pa¬ 
per, ink and stencils a charge of five 
cents per copy was made beginning 
with the issue of January 5, 1938. 
Distribution was turned over to the 
Boy Scout troop, which was allowed 
to retain two Cents for each paper 
sold. 

Free Delivery 

An important development in the 
history of the newspaper was the 
decision to deliver the Cooperator 
free of charge to every home in 
town, beginning with the issue of 
September 7, 1939. The additional 
cost of local distribution was small, 
and this radical change of policy 
provided larger circulation figures, 
which could be used as evidence of 
Vthe value of advertising in the 
Cooperator, once its distribution 
had become community wide. The 
town government engaged more and 
more space for the publication of 
pending ordinances, budgets and 
the like. 

The policy of free distribution re¬ 
mained unchanged until July, 1953, 
when the paper was forced by 
financial straits to go to a sub¬ 
scription basis — $3 a year. The 
response was fairly encouraging, 


Greenbelt Day In 1975 

The Greenbelt city council has 
decided to jump the gun on the 
Bicentennial celebration by hav¬ 
ing the Greenbelt phase initialed 
next year instead of 1976, This 
came about when the council pas¬ 
sed a resolution on Nov, 4 ac¬ 
cepting the recommendation of the 
Greenbelt American Revolution Bi¬ 
centennial Committee to designate 
the first Sunday in June as “Green¬ 
belt Dav”. The first such celebra¬ 
tion will be held in 1975. 

tt is proposed that appropriate 
ceremonies and events be held on 
Greenbelt Day to recognize the 
founding of the community and to 
commemorate its uniqueness as a 
community and its significance as 
an early planned community, and 
to give recognition to its past 
achievements and future goals. 
The city was incorporated on 
June 1, 1937. 


hut the added cost of maintaining 
subscription records convinced the 
governing body that the additional 
income was not worth the addi¬ 
tional workload. In January, 1955, 
the paper returned to city-wide 
circulation. 

Financial difficulties continued to 
plague the newspaper, and appeals 
were made to the businesses and 
organizations in town for funds. 
Finally, in April, 1959, the News 
Review resorted to a house-to- 
house community-wide drive for 
funds. Organized by the drive chair 
man Elaine Skolnik, who was aided 
by 125 volunteer court collectors, 
the drive netted over $1,500. It 
proved such an unqualified success 
that it was renewed again the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

The yield from these drives was 
sufficient to ■ meet the needs and 
no drives have been cpn ducted 
since 1960; however, a fund drive 
was launched in 1966 by the Green¬ 
belt Freedom of the Press Com¬ 
mittee to help the paper defend 
itself against libel charges. 

Libel Suit 

The libel charges arose out of the 
paper’s publication of remarks by 
citizens at a public city council 
meeting regarding a proposal made 
to the city by a local developer, 
Charles Bresler. A Prince Georges 
County jury found the remarks 
libelous and a $17,500 judgment 
awarded Bresler was later affirm¬ 
ed by the Maryland Court of Ap¬ 
peals. The U, S. Supreme Court, 
however, in May 1970, reversed 
and vacated the judgment, ruling 
that the News Review was “per¬ 
forming its wholly legitimate func¬ 
tion as a community newspaper 
when it published full reports of 
these public debates in its news 
columns.” To hold otherwise, the 
high court said, “would subvert 
the most fundamental meaning of 
a free press.” 

During the 4-year legal struggle, 
the Freedom of the Press Commit¬ 
tee collected over $30,000 from the 
community to help meet legal ex¬ 
penses and to pay the judgment in 
case of an unsuccesful appeal. 

Offices of the Paper 

The News Review has had sev¬ 
eral homes since its inception. 
From its original second-floor 
quarters in the commercial center 
the paper moved its offices four 
times before finally coming to rest 
id the present basement office at 
15 Parkway. With the withdrawal 
of the Federal Government from 
town, Greenbelt Homes. Inc. 
through its wholly-owned subsidi¬ 
ary, Greenbelt Development Cor¬ 
poration, continued the f^d^ral po¬ 
licy of providing free office space, 
with the paper reimbursing the 
corporation for oufc-of-pocket ex¬ 
penses. 

The entire staff consists of vol¬ 
unteer workers, most of whom 
have joined the paper as their con 
tribution to their community’s ac¬ 
tivities. Since March, 1957, nom¬ 
inal payments have been author¬ 
ized to the editorial staff and to 
columnists—when finances permit, 
of course. There have been 39 
changes in editorship during the 
paper’s 37 years, attesting to the 
difficulty of this job; the positon 
is at present held by Mary Lou 
Williamson and there are 29 staff 
members. 

At present over 4.800 free copies 
of the New s Review are distributed 
weekly to homes in Greenbelt, in¬ 
cluding Springhill Lake and Uni¬ 
versity Square Apts.

Asking For Answers 

'Co the Editor : 

Mr. Skolnik’s presence at both 
budget meetings showed a studied 
lack of factual reporting. No 
mention was made of several ques¬ 
tions posed by me at both meet¬ 
ings. Number 1 concerned the 
return of principal and interest 
on the $120,000 reserve investment 
on the four (4) free-standing 
homes since 1967. At $6,908 per 
year plus one (1) unit at $36,000 
at 7Vi% since 1970, it should a 
mount to over $50,000. 

My other question related *to 
Our revolving fund of $233,808, of 
which only $70,200 was outstanding 
in 1973. This is Oehmann’s re¬ 
port Mv question was “Where 
is the difference?" Mr. Breashears 
acknowledged having this r«vdv- 
ing fund in the presence of Mrs. 
Freeman and the typist. 

My third question was: How 
much of the contract work on the 
four (4) Northend boilers was paid 
under our 1973 budgest of $210,500? 
This figure is Mr. Oehmann’s not 
mine. How much of that work 
should be credited as cash paid 
for a portion of the $51,000 mora¬ 
torium the frames are being billed 
for? 

Mr. McGee, a month ago, re¬ 
ported mv presence at the board 
meeting, but neglected to mention 
mv contention, with ample proof, 
that the members did not have a 
$41,000 defiicit in 1973. We had al ¬ 
most $35,000 surplus from 1972 - 
again Mr. Oehmann’s figures. We 
paid $322,000 4- $35,000 surplus — 
$357,000. The oil bill was $345,000 
in 1973. The board had no right 
to assess the membership claiming 
a deficit. Our by-laws also state 
the board cannot assess the mem¬ 
bership. The right to collect in 
1974 for the moratorium in 1974, 
when we pay interest on that mo¬ 
ney, is also irregular and ques¬ 
tionable , , , ,

the second meeting which I attend¬ 
ed. 

It is interesting to note that Mr. 
James Smith in his letter to the 
Editor failed to mention the items 
which GHI has control over either. 

From reading the write-up of the 
meeting and Mr. Smith’s letter one 
can easily get the misimpression 
that GHI cannot control the in¬ 
crease —- and nothing could be far¬ 
ther from the truth. 

Again, the membership is faced 
with the dilemma' of a Board and 
General Manager that is apparently 
unwilling to take the drastic steps 
necessary to put GHI on a sound 
financial basis of keeping costs 
within the ability of the member 
ship to sustain those coats. 

For instance if you take the a- 
mount spent for clerical work in 
the Fiscal, Sales, Contracts and 
General Manager’s office and divide 
it by 250 you will get the cost per 
day we are actually paying. Yes, 
we are paying well over a thous¬ 
and dollars a day just to have a 
few letters typed, a few meeting 
minutes written up, and an occas¬ 
ional agreement written up! Just 
to have your payment cf monthly 
charges noted paid costs over ten 
dollars a month to each and every 
member! 

Therefore, I take the stand that 
we do need to revise our financial 
situation and perhaps the most im¬ 
portant thing that is needed right 
now is for the membership to tell 
the Beard and the General Mana¬ 
ger how they want the excessive 
waste of funds eliminated from 
those items it is possible to trim. 

For instance, we do not need 10 
additional people added to an al¬ 
ready overstaffed work force! 

Yes — when it comes time for 
the membership to speak we 
should not be intimidated by the 
likes of — well, ycu know who 
they are and it is not necessary to 
point out specific individuals. 

So — when the Annual Meet¬ 
ing comes around — go and stand 
on your feet and say what you 
want done rather than stay home 
and complain — or worse yet, at¬ 
tend and say nothing and be a 
bunch of sheep blindly going to 
the slaughter house!

belt is a urovlsion that the county 
council must muster a two-thirds 
vote to grant zoning map amend¬ 
ments in conflict with Master Plans 
or contrary to an affected munci- 
pality’s recommendation. The law 
also entirely bans the granting of 
special zoning exceptions that con¬ 
flict with adopted master plans. 

The legislation mandates that all 
zoning applications must ask for 
specific actions and must cite a 
legal basis for the request. Appli¬ 
cants must present evidence that 
the requested use or zoning change 
will n ^t be detrimental to the 
neighborhood. 

New to the zoning requirements 
is a provision requiring applicants 
to mainta n signs notifying citizens 
of a hearing date on a special ex¬ 
ception or zoning map applications 
— ^ a requirement already being used 
in Montgomery County where appli¬ 
cants must post the sign as well. 
County government found that 
signs were disappearing and Prince 
Georges County didn’t have enough 
inspectors to keep track of the no¬ 
tices. 

For the first time, amendments 
to applications submitted to the 
Zoning Hearing Examiner can ask 
only for zones recommended by 
the Planning Board or its techni¬ 
cal staff if no Planning Board re¬ 
commendation exists. In essence, 
the provision prohibits an applicant 
from revising his request once he 
receives indications that his orig¬ 
inal zoning application is being 
viewed unfavorably. 

Council provided that District 
Council must hear all oral argu¬ 
ments requested by either side on 
a zoning application. 

The legislation also contains a 
disclosure clause, transferred from 
Charter’s original language, requir¬ 
ing all zoning applications to note 
who has legal or equitable inter¬ 
est in the property, including cor¬ 
poration stockholders with more 
than five percent of the shares. The 
provision doesn’t apply to corpor¬ 
ations listed on a stock exchange. 

Other provisions included in the 
zoning bill are: 

—a 24-month waiting period on 
a second application for rezoning 
the same property and a 48-month 
waiting period for a third applica¬ 
tion. 

— a 120-day time limit for Dis¬ 
trict Council’s decision on zoning 
map amendments or special excep¬ 
tions before automatic denial. The 
clause provides that the Zoning 
Hearing Examiner file his decision 
immediately, rather than giving 
him a 30-day leeway. The time limit 
is extended to 150 days for cases 
in which oral arguments are heard. 
— a requirement that findings and 
conclusions by the county Office 
of Law be written for all zoning 
cases, including permit waivers and 
zoning variances.

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PRAB October Reports 

The city's Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board (PRAB), under 
the direction of chairman Joseph 
E. Wilkinson, spent a busy October 
preparing a series of reports on 
topics referred to it by city coun¬ 
cil. Four of these reports, deal¬ 
ing with curb cuts, vandalism, 
Greenbelt swimming pool, and use 
of school board recreational facili¬ 
ties were presented to the city 
council at its Nov. 4 meeting and 
will be considered at next council 
meeting on Nov. 18. 

Curb Cuts 

Report #17 recommended loca¬ 
tions where ramps should be con¬ 
structed in curbs for use by shop¬ 
ping carts and strollers. PRAB 
suggested that these be installed 
in conjunction with new const ruc¬ 
tion, in the vicinity of the Com¬ 
mercial Center, and at a number 
of other locations throughout the 
city. 

Specific locations mentioned in¬ 
cluded crosswalks at Municipal! 
Building and across Centerway, 
across the driveway between the 
shoe Mfcpair shop and Greenbelt 
Realty, across Parkway at the 
path to North End, crosswalk be¬ 
tween Medical Building and swim¬ 
ming pool, and crosswalks across 
Crescent Road at Southway. 

Other locations included side¬ 
walks along South way, at crossings 
of Crescent Road at Center school 
and between 4 and 6 courts of 
Crescent, where the inner way 
crosses Gardenway, on North way 
where the path behind the houses 
terminates, and across Laurel Hill 
where the inner path terminates 
opposite 5 court. 

Vandalism 

In response to council inquiry, 
PRAB in report #18 supported 
council's decision to clear the un¬ 
derbrush in the St. Hugh’s area 
and to improve the street lighting 
in the area. St. Hugh's had been 
much troubled by vandals break¬ 
ing windows during the summer 
months, 

PRAB recommended that no 
playground be installed at this 
time in the St. Hugh’s area since 
it felt that this may not be a 
suitable location for a neighbor¬ 
hood playground due to its dis¬ 
tance from local homes. It thought 
that consideration should be given 
to reversing the existing basketball 
goals in the direction of the newly 
created area. PRAB also recom¬ 
mended that the city assure citi¬ 
zens that all complaints and re¬ 
quests will be responded to as soon 
as possible by the appropriate au¬ 
thority. 

PRAB further recommended that 
the city council direct the Com¬ 
munity Relations Advisory Board 
to study two possible solutions 
proposed by PRAB which deal 
with the handling of juvenile of¬ 
fenders. 

Swimming Pool 

PRAB reiterated its approval of 
an Aquatic Boosters Club proposal 
for installation of a turning wall 
in the Greenbelt swimming pool. 
It recommended in Report #19 
that the city manager be direc¬ 
ted to consult with Greenhome 
and O’Mara as to the cost of said 
wall, and that the cijty manager 
investigate to see if part of the 
funding could be done through 
State and Federal aid. 

Use of School Property 

In Report #20, PRAB urged 
the city council to negotiate with 
the County Board of Education an 
agreement that would permit the 
city to utilize recreational facili¬ 
ties and unused school board pro¬ 
perty and school athletic fields. A 
draft agreement between the 
school board and the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission was suggested by 
PRAB as a basis for the negotia¬ 
tion.

Report On Greenbriar 
Sewage Plant Operation

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission (WSSC) reports 
that the Greenbriar sewage treat¬ 
ment plant is “in normal opera¬ 
tion.” Effluent has not yet been dis¬ 
charged into the stream because 
the volume generated to date has 
been low. Tanks in the plant are 
still filling up, and when the sys¬ 
tems are full, effluent will be dis¬ 
charged into the stream up to two 
hours daily. Forty-two families are 
now residing in the 1,193-unit 
Greenbriar condominium develop¬ 
ment. 

About a week after the plant 
opened, paint was discovered flak¬ 
ing from the walls of the holding 
tanks. The 'tanks were drained and, 
while corrective work was being 
done by the manufacturer, sewage 
was diverted to the Western 
Branch. An emergency line has 
been constructed between the 
Greenbriar plant and the Western 
Branch to handle emergencies. 

Chlorine 

A major research project is un¬ 
derway by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency (EPA) to investi¬ 
gate the presence of cancer produc¬ 
ing compounds in public drinking 
water. According to EPA. the 
chlorination of drinking water may 
be producing some of these com¬ 
pounds. Concern has also been 
voiced about the safety of chlor¬ 
inating processes at sewage treat¬ 
ment plants, since the effluent 
from these plants is discharged in¬ 
to the raw water supply. 

Virus removal at the Greenbriar 
plant is achieved by pumping the 
effluent into a chlorine contact 
tank where it is held for a period 
of an hour. Prior to discharge into 
the stream, the effluent is dechlor- 
inated so that the chlorine is neu¬ 
tralized before going into the 
stream. According to WSSC, a de¬ 
chlorination process will also be 
in operation in advanced treatment 
plants such as the proposed Dick¬ 
erson plant in Montgomery County. 

Student Code of Conduct 
Topic of Parkdale PTSA 

The Parkdale PTSA will hold its 
second meeting of the current 
school year in the school’s multi¬ 
purpose room on Tues., Nov. 19, at 
8 p.m The program for the even¬ 
ing will feature a discussion of 
the new student code of conduct, 
with two members of the school 
board, Maureen Steinecke and 
Nicholas Eny, among the partici¬ 
pants on the panel. Dr. Edward 
Felegy, director of pupil services 
for the county schools, will be the 
third panelist The panelists will 
examine the code from widely di¬ 
vergent points of view. 

A suit has been filed recently by 
the County NAACP, which seeks 
to stop execution of the code of 
conduct. Parents of Parkdale 
students and the general public 
are urged to attend and participate 
in the question and answer session.

New State Law on 
Parking Violations 

Chief Wiliam Lane, recently at¬ 
tended a meeting with the Admin¬ 
istrative Judge and staff of the 
District Court concerning the new 
State parking violation law which 
becomes effective Jan. 1, 1975. 
Basically the law provides that 
persons who ignore a parking tic¬ 
ket will have their license plates 
withheld by the State Motor Ve¬ 
hicle Administration (MVA), un¬ 
til MVA has been advised that the 
ticket has been paid. MVA will 
also refuse to transfer license plaites 
if there are any outstanding un¬ 
paid tickets and the violator can 
also be subject to arrest. 

Violators must pay parking fines 
directly to the municipality. If 
they desire to stand trial they 
must advise the police department 
via the city’s new parking cita¬ 
tion. Additionally violators must 
also advise if they request the 
presence of the officer; otherwise 
the officer does not have to appear 
at the trial. 

Weidenfeld Elected to 
PGC Municipal Assoc. 

Mayor Pro-Tern Gil Weidenfeld 
has been elected Vice-Chairman 
of the Prince Georges County 
Municipal Association* He was 
also recently appointed to the Leg¬ 
islative Action Committee of the 
Maryland Municipal League (MM- 
L). The committee is composed of 
the league president, district vice 
presidents and representatives of 
the various area chapters. Weid¬ 
enfeld represents the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County Municipal Association. 

At the fall legislative session of 
the MML, the Legislative Action 
Committee asked for and received 
the support of the membership for 
the League to sponsor as priority 
items in the 1975 Maryland Legis¬ 
lative session, legislation on tax 
differential and on municipal sur¬ 
tax. 

Passage of this legislation would 
be significant to Greenbelt because 
it would allow the county to pro¬ 
vide tax relief to Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents for those services presently 
charged for by the county, but 
supplied by the city (police pro¬ 
tection, street lights, etc.), and it 
would increase the city’s share of 
the county’s piggy-back tax paid 
by Greenbelt residents. 


CYO Cross Country Results

on October 20, 1974. St. Hugh's 
had a small team of 12 members, 
boys and girls who ranged from 7 
through 15 years of age, compet¬ 
ing at one and two miles.

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Council To Participate 
In Greenbriar Hearing 

At its Nov. 4 meeting, the city 
council decided to participate in 
the adjudicatory hearing on the 
Greenbriar temporary sewage 
treatment plant as an intervener. 
Greenbriar Associates, (the de¬ 
veloper of the 1,193-unit condo¬ 
minium project), the Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission, 
and the Prince Georges Environ¬ 
ment Coalition had requested the 
hearing in connection with the de¬ 
cision of the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) to is¬ 
sue a discharge permit under cer¬ 
tain conditions. 

The council decided that the 
following points should form the 
basis for the city’s presentation 
before EPA: 

(1) Parameters for virus testing 
should be established which should 
include testing and what should 
be tested for, the volume ;’to be 
tested, the frequency of testing, 
and what should be done if the 
limits established are exceeded; 

(2) Should reduction in the 
qualifications of the operators be¬ 
yond that outlined in the EPA per¬ 
mit (which requires a Class A 
operater at all times) be permitted, 
at least a Class A operator should 
be present during critical periods 
of operation; and 

(3) City support should be given 
the EPA requirement for measur¬ 
ing daily results of samples taken 
as the present permit prescribes. 

The city council was generally 
still of the view that the Green¬ 
briar project should be phased in¬ 
to the Western Branch public se¬ 
wer system as soon as feasible. 

Other Business 

The council heard a request for 
support from Gene Nance of the 
American Legion who is heading 
up a project of having homeown¬ 
ers inscribe identification numbers 
on their movable property so that 
in case of theft such property can 
be more easily recovered. He sug¬ 
gested that the city might want 
to purchase a few of the engrav¬ 
ing pens to be loaned out by the 
police department or the public 
library. Council referred the mat¬ 
ter to the police chief for a report. 

The council approved a resolu¬ 
tion authorizing the . negotiated 
purchase of certain goods and 
services, not to exceed $45,400, 
without going to bid. These are 
items that when purchased indi¬ 
vidually are under $2,500 and less 
than the limits established for 
which bids are required, but col¬ 
lectively exceed the $2,500 limit 
for the fiscal year. 

The council received the resig¬ 
nations of Dorothy Sucher from 
the Bicentennial Committee and 
Michael McMahon and Herbert 
Nigg from the Park and Recre¬ 
ation Advisory Board.

Flashing Sign Denied 
For Beltway Plaza 

When is a sign a flashing, blink¬ 
ing sign? This was the question 
facing county hearing examiner 
Barry S. Cramp when he recom¬ 
mended on October 25 denial of a 
request by the Beltway Plaza de¬ 
veloper for erection of a free-stand¬ 
ing, double-faced, changeable or 
traveling message lightbulb sign in 
the parking area near the central 
entrance. The proposed sign was to 
be 3 feet by 30 feet, the only other 
one of its kind in the State is said 
to be on the Sun Paper building in 
Baltimore. 

Originally denied by the Depart¬ 
ment of License and Permits in 
April 1973, the case was appealed 
to the zoning hearing examiner who 
held a hearing on July 19, 1974. The 
City of Greenbelt recommended de¬ 
nial of the permit mainly on the 
grounds of safety. The county coun¬ 
cil, sitting as the district council, 
will have the final say. 

The county zoning ordinance pro¬ 
hibits “flashing, blinking, or inter¬ 
mittent or varying intensity of illu¬ 
mination of signs.” The applicant 
contended that his proposed sign 
does not “flash”, but electronically 
“moves along” and that it is meant 
to give information. Such a sign can 
be used for public service messag¬ 
es, he added. 

The zoning examiner, however, 
ruled that a moving sign is a flash¬ 
ing sign and the ordinance clearly 
intended to include in its prohi¬ 
bition “traveling” or animated signs. 

The examiner noted that the pro¬ 
posed sign would undermine one 
of the stated purposes of the sign 
ordinance, that of lessening traffic 
hazards. “In this instance,” he said, 
“a dangerous hazard could result 
because the attention of motorists 
would be diverted in an area 
(Greenbelt Road) that is heavily 
congested, requiring the motorists’ 
maximum care and attention.” 

The applicant also contended that 
denial of the sign would subject the 
shopping center to undue hardship 
because of its need to give recogni¬ 
tion to the location of other mer¬ 
chants in the Mall and to make the 
public aware of these businesses. 
He pointed to the adjoining steep 
hill which delays observance of the 
Plaza, thereby dimininshing the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the existing sign. 

But the hearing examiner said 
that hardship was not an issue, 
since additional exposure could be 
achieved through the use of such 
notification as roof signs or a list¬ 
ing of all merchants on the en¬ 
trance sign.
